Report That All Christian Ministers and 
Members of Red Cross Society Are 
to Be Expelled. 

CoNKTANTi-voiM,!-;, viu ,s„iia, Pulgaria, 
April 7. — iiev. Ceo. Knapji, one of the 
.Vmerican missionaries at liitlis, is con- 
fined in jail at Diarbekir, Turkish Ar- 
menia, and serious complications are 
more than likely to follow. TheTurkish 
goveriiiiient has announced through the 
graiul vizier, anil through the minister 
for foreign affairs, that no news has 
been received by the Porte rcgiirdini; his 
reported expnlHioii . It is fortlicr an- 
iioHiicetl that Mr. Kuapp ia to be sent 
from Diarbekir to Alexandretta, on the 
ISav of Iskenderoom, opening into the 
eastern portion of the 'Mediterranean, 
where lie will be either shipped out of 
t he country or delivered to the repre- 
sentatives of the United States. 

.\t the first intimation of the trouble 
the Utiited Stales charge d'afTaires 
calilc<l Washington for instructions, an<i 
it ia said the 1'. S. sijuatlron in the Mid- 
iterranean, consisting of the flagship 
Minneapolis, I'oiumaiided by Admiral 
T. <). SeHriiige, ami the criiisur Marble- 
bead, will shortly a.^.scmble in the (lulf 
of lakcnderDom. .•\r the panic time a 
formal pi'otesl a;.:aiiist the treatment of 
.•Nj'iiietiiaii iiiissiiiiuiries may be tnade to 
the Porte, coupled with a demand for 
indemnity. 

The jiroposed cx|ndsion of Kev. Mr. 
Kmipp ia understood to be but preliinin- 
arv to the expulsion of all Christian 
inlssiomiries. Besides, it is rumored 
that the American Iteii Cross society are 
also to he expelled. It is stated tliat an 
Inipcrial trade providing for the expul- 
sion from Turkey of Christian mission- 
aries anil agents of tlip Red Cross aociety 
has been signed hy the Sultan. That 
this is the case would seem to be proveil 
liy the activity at t lu^ Preiich and liritisb 
einbiiHsies diirint; the past few days, and 
by visits which the United Statcacharge 
(i'all'airs has made fo the Porte. It is 
also known that a jianie exists among 
t he iVrniciiiansof tbiMl istrict of Suedisb, 
owing, it i-s explained, to the presence 
tlit^rc, for some unknown reason, of a 
strong force of Turkish troops. 

The U, H. cfiarge d'all'aira has obtain- 
ed from tho Porte assurance that the 
Valiof Aleppo has been inatructed to 
tirotect Artaenian missionaries in the 
Snedish district. The claim made by 
the friends of the American missionaries 
is that they are being perecuted by the 
Turkish aulhorities. On theotherhand, 
the Turkish olliciala assert that Rev. 
Mr. Kuapp peraistently encouraged se- 
ditious moveiiieiits among the Ariiieiii- 
aiiH in spite of ollieial warninga. Mr. 
Mamiisoii, British conaulat Bitlia, who 
carelnlly iiuiuired into tlie charges 
brought against Kev.

STATK GIKOLOGIST. 

Prof. Harry Landes Appointed at the Head 
of the Department of Geology and 
Mineralogy for 'Washington. 

Latonia, April 7. — A. moat important 
matter affecting the University of Wash- 
ington was the appointment during the 
past week of Prof. Harry Landea as 
State Geologist. This position was cre- 
ated early in the career of the state, but 
the office became a sort of dead letter. 
.'Vs soon aa the department of geology 
and mineralogy was organized in the 
University an effort was made to securo 
the aiipointnient of the profesaor in 
charge of that di.'iiartineiit as Stat* Geol- 
ogist, without salary ami without any 
ex|ieiise to the State, i oV(M'nor Mc- 
Craw, realizing the ijrowin^ importance 
of the mining interests of the State, 
promptly availed biniself of the opiior- 
tunity, and tbough there is mi money to 
lie spent or bandied, Prof, l.andes had 
to give :i -f 10,000 bond, as required by 
the original ai't. Professor Landea is a 
graduate of Harvard University and has 
had extensive experience on State and 
Uruted States ceologicHl surveys in sev- 
eral States of tne Union. He has already 
imule an excellent crjuipment for Ids de- 
iiartinent in the University, with furn- 
iices, ore-crushera and all the necessary 
adjuncts for making tissays aiul analyses 
of mineral products, and there is no 
doubt that tlu^ .State will receive a great 
amount of goiiil fnim this ik'iiartment 
and from bis volunteer services as State- 
tieoloyist.

Bui.uwavo, .-Vpril 7.— Capt. Clifford, 
in command of the e.xiieditioiiary coriis, 
has been seriously wounded in an en- 
gagement with tho natives.

W.v.siiiNc riiN, April 7. — ^The seiuito 
C'oiu'iirri'iit ih.'.-^dIuUiium on tlio Cuban 
question were delivered to Priviite Sec- 
retary Thurber this uorning by Mr. 
Flatt, one of the- executive clerks of the 
seaate. Later in the day they will bo 
sent to the state department, ns tlio law 
requires that such resolutions shall be 
printed in t)ie books of laws annually 
published by the department. 

The resolutions as adopted by both 
houses of Concress are as follows : 

" Resolved, By the senate, the house 
of re|)rCMyntatives couciirriiiK therein, 
that in tlie opinion of ('()nfz;rcss a eundi- 
tion ot public war e.\ist.s between the 
government ol Spain and the govern- 
ment iiruehunu'd and for some time 
maintained by force of arms by the pi-o- 
ple of (Julia, and that the Uiiiteil .States 
of America should maintain a strict 
neutrality between the contendinj? ])o\v- 
ers, acc(jrdin^' to each all the rigbta of 
belligerents in the ports and territory 
of the United States. 

" Resolved, Further, that the friendly 
ofHees of the United States should be 
oflered by the President to the Spanish 
government for the recognition of the 
uidepeiulence of Cidia."

president an opportunity for private de- 
liberation with the chief members of his 
cabinet, for there was a story current, 
and it is believed to be well founded, to 
the effect that vhe two were engaged in 
the preparation of a special message to 
congress. 

This was immediately assumed to re- 
late to the Cuban situation and to lie an 
exposition liy the President of the actual 
state of alhurs on the islanii as revealed 
in the reports of the U.S. ('onsuhir office 
ami other trusted sources of information. 
There is a resolution before the Presitlent, 
])assed at the instance of Senator Hoar, 
of .'Massachusetts, calling for this infor- 
mation. It is reasoned that the Presi- 
dent in transmitting the information 
asked, may feel it to be his duty, in 
view of the overwhelming majority by 
which the Cuban concurrent resolutions 
were passed by bolhbranchesof Congress, 
to come out ' witli a plain statement of 
the reasons that influence him in pre- 
serving unmoved in the position he has 
assumed towards the insurrection in 
Cuba, showing from the best obtainable 
information that has reached hiui that, 
regardless of tiio sympathy he may fi'cl 
pers(jnally for the insurgents, he is ab- 
solutelv bound by the facts as he sees 
them, by precedent, and by the dictates 
of international law to persist in his at- 
titude. 

This view of the matter of course ap- 
plies only so long na the President is left 
free to decide upon the course to be fol- 
lowed by tlie government, sip.ce it may 
be that lie would take an entirely differ- 
ent view of the matter if congress should 
send to him a joint resolution embody- 
ing the features of these concurrent re- 
solutions, and assumed that by so doing 
the legislative branch had taken 
the direction of the matter 
out of his hands. While it 
is thought likely that the President may 
send in a message to congress, in trans- 
mitting the Cuban iiifoniiation reijuest- 
cd ; it is not certain that this message 
will b;! more than a formal letter of 
traiiHinittal. There are good reasons 
why consular nqiorts should he handled 
very guardedly since the consuls have to 
continue ifsidents in Cuba, and the 
work on whicli the pri^sident ia believed 
to be engaged may be in the nature of a 
Statement of facts or summary of the 
main features of the confidential con- 
sular reports.

AU Attempts to Float the New Second Class 
Ciulser Prove to be Unavailing. 

On Tuesday afternoon, March 'JI, a 
serious hitch occurred at the launch iiig 
of Her Majesty's second class cruiser 
Dido, within the yard of the Loniloii and 
(ihisgow iMiL^'irieerini,' Coni]iany. i iovau. 
The blocks having lieen reniuved, Lady 
lllytlisw.iud, who had been cut rusted 
wi'.hihe task of naming the ship, cut 
the ribhiin, and the huge sti-iiclure In'- 
gaii to glide away. l-!vcr since the dis- 
aster to the Daphne, says the Cilasginv 
Weekly Mail, spectators at launches 
have a secret anxiety i^as they behold a 
vessel glide ilown the ways. The Dido 
was observed to roi'k slightly as she 
slipped down the ways, and when a 
crash was heard and she stopped 
abruptly there was much excitement, 
three-fourths of the vessel being in the 
water and one-fourth in the yard. The 
nunu^roiis workmen who had been 
standing by, undiM' the ilir<,'(dion of the 
manager ciMiuiieneed to prop her u]i. 
The ground gave way at the outer end 
and canted the Dido out of the cradle to 
tlu: port side. On Wednesday an eii- 
('eavor was made to lloat tlie ci uiHcr, and 
the result of the combined elhirtsof four 
tugs and two steel hawsers worked by 
hydraulic powtu' proved unsuccessful. 
Just when the tide bad readied the 
highest the stern of the vessel wac ob- 
served to rise nearly two feel. T'n'or- 
tinialely at this moment the tngs «ere 
changing position, and notall the foree.s 
liuUing simultaneously, or, itis believed, 
the great hull might nave been dragged 
into the river. All furtber operations 
were at once suspended until the follow- 
ing afternoon, wlion tbeHccond endeavor 
was made to release the Dido. Three 
tiiiiea the vessel slippe<l down a few 
feet, and on a fourib occasion gave 
promise of lloaling entirtdy, but once 
more, however, the haulage power was 
inadequate to the demand, and an hour 
or so after high water the uttcmp'; was 
adandoncd. The avxt ellbrt ia believed 
ito have been successful.

GiDOROBTOWN, British Guina, April G. 
— If the Venezuelan-British Guiana 

boundary dispute is decided in favor of 
Venezuela, ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred Knglishmen in tliis countr}' will 
lose money by it and the same may be 
said of nearly every American living in 
the colony except the United States con- 
sul. British Guiana is divided into 
three counties, Demerara, Berbice and 
Essequibo. 

Practically all the gold fields are situ 
ated in the Essequibo country and 
nearly all of the territory wbicdi com- 
prises that country is under dispute. As 
tlu: sugar intlustiy has dwindled down 
to a very small fautorowing to the reduc- 
tion in the i>rice of sugar, the great 
ex|ierise of keeping the plantations from 
being flooded - and the ditliculty of 
getting laborers wlio can stand the 
climate at a reasv)uable price, gold has 
become the mainstay ot the colony. It 
is to gold and possibly timber in the 
future from the Essequibo country that 
the residents here have to look, and it 
may therefore be imagined that t he in- 
terest over tlie boundary dispute is very 
great. 

N\'bile the rest of the world is looking 
upon the question as practically settled 
far as the po.-jsihilily of war, the point 
of view here is enlircly dili'crent. 't he 
peiqile, that is, the lMigli.~hinen 
who control everything <les|)ite the 
large majority of the foreiL'u pojuilalion, 
do not tear war, looking ujioii such a 
thing with the usuid British ^ye, which 
sees nothing but victory for lhenis(dves. 
I>nt they do fear arbitration abuve all 
things, for no inatli'r how little of tin' 
ICsscqiiiho country were given to \'eiie- 
ziiela, a number of gold mines would 
pass out of British control. The meagre 
despatches received here are scanned 
most eagerly by everyone: many men 
who have their all in the gold are send- 
ing their servants to the station every 
night to read the bulletin boanis rather 
than wait for llie iiinriiiiig papers. 

Coder the circunistaiiccs itis not to 
be wondered at that the feeling here 
against tlie United States is very strong, 
and, what is more, the Americans here 
do not hesitate to blame tin: Washington 
government openly. Instead, of tln^ feid- 
ing diminishing it is growing with the 
d(day, fur unlil the question is decidcil 
any iiitroduclion of machinery to netout 
the gold will be impossible. Capitalists 
will not invest any more money in Es- 
sequibo with a chanceof having the wh(>le 
territory taken out of their hands. 
Gold there is here, rtii(l to what 
extent may he judged by the registra- 
tions for the last three days ami cverv 
hit iif it was taken uiit by place]- i, lining, 
the day hefurc' yesliTday (i7.'i oiiiu-es, 
yesterday ISDs ounces, and to-day 1,(11)0 
ounces. 

Owing to the volcanic iialiin' of the 
ci mil t ry and the d i llicii Ity ex pe lie need in 
t;ftting ti'i the liclds. luiit; cnnoe trips be- 
ing neci'ssary, ii |i 1.1 Ihi' iircsent time 
mining ha- been very crude. .Iiist bi-- 
lure the dib|iute c.inie alioiil arrange- 
ments were being made for in- 
troducing machinery and, since all 
these thinirs have come to a stop, it may 
easily be seen how the whole ot British 
<i iiiaiia has been affected. There lias 
been s iniething less than twenty tons of 
quartz crushed in this colony since 
the be^dniiing uf the tmublc. 
Tliousaiida of dollars have beijii lost here 
and itis just now that the people think 
they see a prospect of getting something 
bntdt.

THE SO COAX. 

It might be suj)posed tliat in tbese 
<lays of steamships, railroads, telegrapba 
and globe-trotting generally there would 
not lio a corner of the earth's sur- 
face left unexplored, and that full infor- 
mation relative to tbe most remote 
corner of tbe wildest part of the earth's 
surface can be easily obtained by tbe in- 
telligent iiupiirer. Kut this is very far 
from being the case. Whenever public 
attention ia directed to any barbarous 
or semi-barbarous country, it is soon 
seen how little even the best educated 
people know about it. AVben the war 
belween Cbina and .Tapan broke out 
bow vei v lew even of tlie statesmen, tbe 
savants and tlu; travellers uf the world, 
were in a position to give the reading pub- 
lic anything like a correct idea of 
the condition and resources of the two 
countries? About China particularly 
the most grotesque blunders were made 
by men wbo ougbt, one iiiigbl snpp(;se, 
to be in a position to lie well infoniied, 
State.'imen, editors, and military men. 
as tlie event proved, were all at sea rela- 
tive to the extent of the resources of 
China, to the nature of its military or- 
ganization, and to its capacity to carry 
on a war with an active and enterprising 
enemy. 

To-day, when most ])ersoiiH of iiKpiir- 
ing minds want to know sonietliiiig 
delinito and reliable as to the condition 
of the Soudan (spelled by the London 
Times Sudan) their laudable curiosity is 
by no means easily gratified. Most 
people know that it is south of Egypt 
and they have an idea that a 
great part of its area is desert. 
They, too, have a ba/.y notion Ibat 
its inhabitants are [irincipally Arabs of 
the fiercest kiml. How the people live, 
what kind of Government they have, 
what are their resources and what 
>chance they have of succeeding in a con- 
test with a civilized nation are ([uestions 
.that are not easily answered. We find 
tliat the dervisbes, as tbey are called, 
are verv jealous of strangers. Mission- 
aries, traders and exjilorers tind it im- 
jnissible to gel a I'ootliold in thecountry. 
It is said Ibat only one Kuropean has, 
•during tlie past twelve years or so, been 
able to enter tbe Soudan, Oliver Pain, 
a half-crazy I'Tcncbnian, and all that we 
are told about iiiiu is that Ins dealb was 
painful and sudden. At tlic begmiiing 
of tlie war wa;_'c.l iiiiaiiist Ivgypl by Ibe 
Mabdi several priests and nuns and irov- 
orninent officials were taken prisoners. 
Thcde one by one escaped. 
Among them was .Slatin I'asha, 
who is now tlie guide of the 
exjiedition. They were allowed oppoi-- 
tanitics during their captivity to observe 
what was going on around llieni and it 
is from lliem and from b'-gyptian spies 
that the Britisli Ooverniuent have been 
able to get what information they pos- 
sess as to the present condition of the 
country. 

Tlie Soudan has since the siege of 
Khartoum been in an unsettled condi- 
tion. Industry has not llourisbed and 
what commerce tbe country has is decay- 
ing. We are told that " the power of the 
Kalifu, cruel and despotic as it is, has 
not sufficed to suppress discord. Police 
and the punishment of crime are scarce- 
ly thought of. Years of crop failures, 
of pestilence and of increasing wars, 
have brought the peojile to look back to 
the days of lOgyjitian rule as a time of 
peace and iilenty. It i.s conlidently be- 
lieved that the dervish realm is " on the 
verge of chaos and collapse." 

It is hard to tell how much triith 
there is in this description of tho inter- 
nal condition of the Soudan. Slatin 
Taalia hay said that the fighting strenglli 
of the dervishes has been ridiculjjtisly 
c-taggerated, and it is very Hk^ply that 



bery, and tbe unfortunate Khedives, 
father and son, biive been the objects of 
eH'usivi! synipatliy. The French pliil- 
anthropists and patriots may, perhaps, 
believe that the British deserve all the 
denunciation that has for years been 
directed tigaiiiBt them, 'but there are 
observers known to be impartial wbo 
say that the British occuiiation of lOgypt 
has been productive of nothing but good 
to the unfortunate inhabitants of the 
country. This is what an American 
writer says about the effects of the 
British occupation of Egypt as far as its 
working classes are concerned : 

" I'jgypt lias been the chief of I'-iig- 
land's ' latter-day successes. It is in 
Mgypt that the common sense, the 
honesty of piirposi', the iiiil'ailiiig energy 
and the inhiiinistriitive ability of the 
imperial 1) iiL'l isbman have liccn umst 
strikingly shown, l-'iiuuices luive been 
placed on a sound and a [ii 
ing, rece'.jit.s largely e.xceeil

The tiovern- 
meiit lias nevertheless a large und in- 
creasing portion of the revenue at its 
own disi)OBition. 

" The agriculture of the country is in 
an eiiually tliriviiii; state. Egyptian 
cotton is, with tbe exception of our own 
sniall Sea Island product, the best and 
the, must saleable in the market, and 
the cultivation of supar cane yiells high 
profits. Irrigation methods, on which 
the whole life of the country depends, 
have been steadily improved, and 
modern sanitary and quarantine sys- 
tems introduced. Taxation is being 
■ (^irefully e(|uali/ed, and tbe ancient 
j barbarities of corvee and kiirliash, 
forced labor and the wdiip, have been 
! done awav with. The fellaheen are a 
\ docile, laborious folk, with little thniiLdit 
of |)olitics. ( iood order, peace and uii- 
Iceasiiii; labor reign everywhere." 

'Ibis, according to the testimony of a 
citizen of the b'nited Slates, is the way 
in which (ircat iiritain has useil her 
opportiniitics in Kgypt, and these are 
the results. It cannot be denied that 
British occupation has been a blessing 
to the native Egyptian working classes, 
and it is very far indeed from being an 
injury to the iiiluibitants of the rest of 
the world.

I'J. Every person desiring to purchase 
linsnrveyed, unocen pied, and unreserved 
crown lands shall give two months' 
notice of his intended application to 
purchase, by a notice inserted, at the 
expense of the applicant, in tho British 

Columbia Gazette, and in any new\s-^ iovurninent anil ^Douglas 
paper circulating in the district wherein " ^" ' ■ ' ••' ^ 
8uch land lies; such notice shall not in- 
clude a greater area of land than sis 

luiiulred nnd forty ncrcs, and siiall state 
the natiii! of the aiijilicant, the locality, 
boundaries and extent of the land aji- 
pliedfor; sni:h notice shall he dated, 
iind shall he jiosted in a cons|)iuuous 
place on the land sought to be 
acipiired, and on the government ollice, 
if any, in the district. He shall also 
ilejiosit LT) per cent, of the purchase 
nione}- with the Coniniissioner, toL'etlier 
with his ajijdieatioii to j.nircliase, within 
ninety days from the date of the staking 
of the land applied for, and he shall 
have the land required surveyed, at his 
own cost, by a duly authorized provin- 
cial land surveyor. 

(I.) It shall be the duty of the sur- 
veyor to classify tho lands so surveyed 
as lirsf-elass, second-class or third-class 
hinds, ado[itiiig for the purposes of such 
classilication the distinctions contained 
in the next ensuing aub-section. 

{'!.) Lands wdiich are anitablc for 
agricnltiiral ourposes, or wdiich are 
capable oi being bronglit under cultiva- 
tion ]irolitably, or which contain timber 
suitable for lumbering purposes c, 
laiuls wdiich contain millinE timber to 
the average extent of five thousand feet 
per acre to each one hundred and sixty 
acres), or which are wild hay meadow 
lands, shall rank as and be 
considered to be first-class lands, 
hands which are suitable for agricul- 
tnrid inirposes only wdien artiiically ir- 
rigated, and which do not contain tim- 
ber valuable for lundiering purposes, as 
defined above, shall rank as and he con- 
sidered to be seeond-class lands. Momi- 
tninouH and roeky tracts of land which 
are wholly unlit for agricultural pur- 
poses, and which cannot, under any 
reasonable I'onditioiis, he brought under 
cnltivation, and wdiich do not contain 
timber suitable for hniibeiiiig purposes, 
aa dolineil above, shal rank as and bi 
considered to be third-class or pastoral 
lands. 

(a.) The price of first-class lands shall 
be $5 peracre ; that of second-class lands, 
^-'.oO per acre; and that of third-class 
hinds, !fl peracre. The purchase money 
shall he paid in full at the time of pur- 
chase!.

The repoi-i -.itates that sections 25,27 
aiui 2S of tlie speeiliciilioiis in the con- 
tract, with Walkley, King it (Jasey es- 
tR.i)lish that the instructions of the 
council in 'interpretation of the specifica- 
tiona are binding on the contractors, 
that all workmen are to be paid by the 
contractors in 'full in cash, without de- 
ductions on any acconiit whatever; that 
skilled workmen are to receive wages as 
such, and that preference is to be given 
by the contractors to workmen residents 
ol . Victoria. On February 7 the con- 
tractors were notilieil by the council 
that all workuKui iiiusl be allowed to 
hoard and lodge where they pleased ; if 
suflicient men could not be procured in 
the city the ,M;iyor and Watei- Coinmis- 
sioner shi.iulo give the itontraclora per- 
mission to procure labor from any tivaib 
able source 'Chiiiese and Japanese 
excepted) but the contractors at 
all times must give (ireference 
to residents of the city. .\llbout;h no 
direct statement was made on behalf of 
the contractors that fitiflicient workmen 
resident in the city could not be secured 
to tinish tlie conlrael within the speci- 
lied time, the report of G. E. Jorgeiiaen 
on January 25 implied this by staling 
that "On 2(Hh November last a strike 
to.)k ))hice, on which occasion over thirty 
men left the work, and on Deceiniier M 
last I am informed that on account of 
the wi'atlier several more nu'ii slop|ieil 
work, thereby reducing the working 
force to stich a niiniiniim that on De- 
cember 21 last only nboiil a dozen men 
were aviiilable, I'roni a review of the 
evidence given at the investigation " llie 
committee find thtit the complaints of 
Win. Payne are jiroven to be true. 
Payne, Willougliby, McFaddeii aiui 
Wormwood ail agree as to abusive laii- 
t{imge by some of the foremen to 
the men. It is shown by the 
evidence of Payne, Patterson, Cole 
and Wormwood the the hours 
of labor were so arranged by those in 
cbaige of the work as to prevent men 
from doing a full day's work if they 
boiirded or lodgi'd in tiie city, while, dur- 
ing the same time, D. McFadden and 
others working by the day for the city 
were able to work ;i full day of \> hours 
and liotird and lodge in the city. The 
evidence shows thill sec. 27 was not ob- 
served by the contractors; men were 
either told thiit they must board with 
the contractors and at their own rates 
or such arrangements were made as 
conijielled them to do so or lose their 
employment. In making payment of 
wages the amount charged for boaril 
was deducted ami only the balance paid 
t he im ii , 1 bough sec. 27 provides that 
wages be paid in full."

' ' The evidence shows that at till stagt^s 
of the woik section 2S, providing for the 
employment of residents of the city, was 
disregarded by the contractors, it being 
the ojiinion of witnesses tliivt less than 50 
percent, were \'ic!torians, while residents 
o! the city were being coiilinually de- 
barred from giing to work by regulations 
as to board and hours (jf labor apparent- 
ly having that object in view. The evi- 
iteiice shows that section 27, providing 
tbat the con tractors shall pay to skilleil 
workmen the regular rate of wages con- 
nected with the trade has not been com- 
plieil with, carjienters who furnished 
their own tools and worked as skilled 
workmen being paid the same rate as 
hiborers wlio furnished no tools." 

The re|iorl further says that Mr. .Jor- 
genseii's rejiort of .laniijiry 25, already 
referred to, was shown by the I'vidence 
"to be incorrect and misleading," ami 
was contradicted by " positive and di- 
rect evident of .Mid\eiizie, .\Icl-'adden 
and Younger, who swore that the total 
time lost by strikes was .mly one quar- 
ter of a day; that no number of nii'ii 
left on account of the strikes; that only 
the cook was discharged, an<l that ;he 
men who are said to have left on 
account of wet weather were discharged 
by the contractors, because altlion.ih 
lliey wanted to work when the v.eatlier 
was III. they refnseil to Work continu- 
ously tbroiigli wel ami ,lry weallier 
alike, Fveii t boiiirh the eiiinneei 's con- 
tentioii was true liial delav was caused 
by strikes, the strikes t h.'^mseives were 
caused by the bad fooii furnislied ami 
ardiil rary and unjust trealment of the 
men b\' the contractors. Consequently 
tiny disability to which the eonljactors 
would be liable on account of delay was 
due to the contractors themselves." 

The report concludes bv stating " From 
the evidence submitted to them the 
committee can come to no other conclu- 
sion t han t ha t t he st al enien I of the en- 
gineer as to delays caused by strikes and 
that 'on December 21 last oniy abonla 
dozen men weie available' was made 
solely in the interest of the contractors 
ami wr.s iii isleading and incorrect." 

.\i.n. I\I Ac.Mii.i.A.s, chairman of the 
comi^ittee, sent in a minority rep.ut 
calling attention to the evidence given 
by James Willougbby and Win. F. .Mc- 
Kenzie. to the efh'ct that a log of uiiod 
had been jiul in the fonmlations of one of 
the walls of the lilter beds, and recom- 
inended that tlu! c, .nt raclors he rec|Uired 
to remove at their own cost the log and 
suhsl ittite |iropev material therefor.
